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"Art for Collectors," an exhibition of some 300 works of art in 
various media and artistic styles dating from 3000 B.C. to contemporary 
times, opens November 20, 1974 and will continue through December 18 at 
the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Installed in the Special Exhibitions gallery on the Museum's second 
floor, the show has been organized to focus attention on the wide variety 
of areas in which private collecting is possible. 

There are prints and drawings dating back to the 15th century, including 
the work of such masters as Diirer, Rembrandt, Delacroix, Goya and Bonnard; 
fine examples of 19th century landscape and still life painting; elegant 
porcelains and small bronzes. 

In addition, many beautiful textiles, photographs. Oriental sculptures 
and Indian miniature paintings are included, as well as objects from antiquity, 
from Africa and Oceania. Art of 1945 to the present has not been included 
because of its ready availability in the contemporary market, and in the 
Museum's annual May Show. 

Works for the exhibition have been selected by the curatorial staff 
of the Museum, and have been drawn from the American and international art 
market. All are for sale, ranging in price from $37 for a small Italian 
engraving of the 16th century to over $11,000 for a pair of superb Japanese 
screens from the late 18th century. 
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"There has always been close communication between the Museum and 
private collectors," Arielle Kozloff, Assistant Curator of Ancient Art and 
one of the three organizers of the show, says. "By bringing objects to 
Cleveland for this special exhibition we hope to stimulate a greater awareness 
of the range of opportunities open for private collecting. 

"Collecting can be done on any scale," Miss Kozloff continues, "and 
the curatorial staff is always willing to assist the private collector in 
his selections, offering him guidance and encouragement." 

A series of lectures and discussions by the Museum's curators on 
various aspects of collecting is being offered in conjunction with the 
exhibition . The 12 talks, several of which will be repeated at different 
times, are scheduled intermittently during afternoon and evening hours from 
November 20 through December 18 . 

Among the fields they will deal with are Ancient Art, Modern Art, 

Prints and Drawings, Post -Renaissance Decorative Arts, Paintings, Chinese 
Art, Indian Art, African and Oceanic Art. Reservations are required for 
each session, and may be made in advance by calling the Department of Art 
History and Education, 421-7340, Ext. 419. There is no fee. 

During the exhibition, Museum curators also will be available to 
discuss objects in the show with interested persons. 

"Art for Collectors" will be open during regular Museum hours. And 
while all objects are from art dealers and available for purchase, only 
Museum members may purchase works the first four days (through November 23). 
Thereafter, purchases may be made by non -members. 

The exhibition is not a benefit for the Museum. The show has been 
assembled by Arielle Kozloff; Virginia Crawford, Assistant in the Department 
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of Decorative Arts; and Anne Lockhart, Assistant Curator of Prints and Drawings.
